The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented tn
Senate and Assembly, do enact as /bllow; :

§ 1. The Secretary of State is hereby suthorized to ge. 1o sudtt ae-
audit the accounts of the Postmaster at Madison, for coe=t
the postage of the Executive office, office of the Secre-
tary of State. Attorney General, State Superintendent,
Bank Comptroller, State Treasurer and Clerk of the.
Supreme Court, for the year 1857 ; said accounts to be
certified by the said Postmaster at Madisor by aflidavit.
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2. There is hereby appropriated to the Postmaster
at Madison, out of any money in the Treasury not other-
wise appropriated, a sum suflicient for the payment of
the above accounts, to be drawn quarterly from the
Trea-ury, upon the presentation of said accounts pro-
perly certified to by their respective officers.

AN ACT to provide a State Hospital for tho Insane.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented tn
enate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

§ 1. An institution is hereby established, the name
of which shall be “The Wis¢onsin State Ilospital for
the Insane.”

-§ 2. For the purpose of the establishient, and the
erection of the buildings of said institution, the Gover-
nor is hereby authorized to appoint three persons, who
shall constitute a Board of Commissioners, who shall
hold their said offices for the tern of three years from
and after the passage of this act, unless the said hospi-
tal buildings shall have been sooner completed, or until
the legislature shall otherwise provide ; who, before en-
tering upon the duties of their respective oflices, shall
severally take and subscribe an oath or affirmation, be-
fore some offcer autliorized to administer oaths, to
faithfully execute the trust reposed in them by this act,
whieli said oath or affirmation shall be filed in the office
of the Secretary of State.
